In one cou nty (Pettis cou nty 
Missou ri) where there was a liss of 
18 p er cent in 19 11 and 
25.6 
p er 
cent, in 19 12 of all 
hogs 
raised, 
there was only a loss of 14.7 p er 
cent, u p to Nov ember 19 13. 
This decrease was du e to 
the 
u se 
of the seru m, which althou gh not 
u sed therefby the Dep artment’s agent 
u ntil Au gu st, 19 13, materially re­ 
du ced the loss. 
Abou t 60,000 hogs 
were raised du ring the p ast y ear 
and of the 10,000 that died of the 
hog cholera only abou t 1,000 
were 
lost a iter the activ e u se of seru m 
and q u arantine measu res were in­ 
au gu rated. 
In 
ev ery 
cou nty 
where 
these 
measu res 
were 
emp loy ed, 
ev en 
thou gh begu n after the disease had 
continu ed its rav ages for some time, 
there w a s less loss from hog cholera 
than in either of the two p receding 
y ears. 
In addition to its great fu nction 
as a p rev entiv e, it has been fou nd 
That 
the 
anti-hog-cholera 
s-eriim 
; wou ld cu re a large 
p rop ortion 
of 
1 hogs in the early stages of the dis­ 
ease and render them immu ne after 
irecov ery . 
Howev er, if hogs are not 
treated by this seru m, from 7 5 to 
j 100 p er cent, of all affected he rd s , 
| die. This seru m, so far as is k nown, 
| is the only thing that will p rev ent 
the disease. 
The object of the Dep artment has, 
been to endeav or to control the dis­ 
ease and if p ossible, to eliminate it 
from the cou ntry .

Hog cholera is a disease which 
seems to be stop p ed to a degree by 
the frosts of winter, althou gh frost 
j oannot be said to stop a case after 
| it has tak en hold of its v ictim. How ­ 
ev er, it seems to p rev ent the rap id 
sp read of the disease. 
The resu lt 
is that in a sp ring time the affec­ 
tion is as a ru le at the lowest ebb 
hu t increases rap idly 
from 
that 
time u ntil fall. 
Hog cholera docs not seem to af­ 
fect any p articu lar breed of 
hogs 
more than another, and while gen­ 
erally the careless fanner is more 
ap t to hav e the disease among his 
hogs than the carefu l one, the dis­ 
ease sometimes occu rs where 
the 
conditions 
are 
sanitary . 
it 
is 
hop ed that the work may he ex tend­ 
ed gradu ally u ntil 
the 
disease is 
comp letely controlled or eliminated. 
The fact that hog cholera is carried 
not only by the hogs themselv es, bu t 
by birds, dogs, streams and ev en on 
the feet of men going from one farm 
to another shows how necessary it 
is that the camp aign he thorou gh 
and that farmers ex ert their best 
efforts to assist in the work.

Nantucket 
carried 


only two passengers and not a per- 
son on her was injured in the crash. 


The passengers .acd most-of the 


crew were asleep when the crash 
came and the confusion must have 
been indescribable. Details are very 
meagre. Many of those saved were 
picked out of the sea. 


The Nantucket ordered her boats 


manned, and after a hasty examina- 
tion showed that she would float, the 
life boats were ordered out and went 
to the rescue of Monroe's passeng- 
ers. 
It is believed that those who 


lost their lives were trapped in their 
beds. Captain Johnson of the Mon- 
roe was saved.

campaigns in Indiana, Missouri, Io- 
wa and Nebraska to control the can- 
tag-ious disease of 
hogs known as 


hog cholera" by means of anti-hog- 
cliolera serum and - farm 
Tjuaran- 


tines. In one county (Pettis county 
Missouri) where there was a loss of 
IS per cent in 1911 and 25.G per 
cent, in 1912 of all 
hogs 
raised, 


there was only a, loss of 14.7 per 
cent, up to November 1913. 


This decrease was due to the use 


of the serum, which although not 
used therelby the Department's agent 
until August, 191,'J, materially re- 
duced the loss. About 60,000 hog.-' 
were raised during the past year 
and of the 10,000 that died of the 
hog cholera only about 1,000 were 
lost after the active use of serum 
and quarantine measures were in- 
augurated. 


Jn 
every 
county 
where 
these 


measures 
were 
employed, 
even 


though begun after the disease had 
continued its ravages for some time, 
there was less loss from hog cholera 
than in either of the two precedin 
years. 
' In addition to its great function 
as a preventive, it has been found 
'that 
the 
anti-hog-cholera

would cure a large 
proportion of 


hogs in the early stages of the dis- 
ease and render them immune aftei 
recovery. However, if hogs are nol 
treated by this serum, from 75 to 
100 per cent, of all affected herds 
die. This serum, so far as is known 
is the only thing that will prevenl 
the disease.

Hog cholera is a disease whicl:

spread of the disease. 
The result 


is that in a spring time the affec- 
tion is as a rule at the lowest ebb 
but increases rapidly 
from 
that 


time until fall. 


Hog cholera does not seem to af- 


fect any particular breed of 
hog;- 


more than another, and while gen- 
erally the careless farmer is more 
apt to have the disease among hit 
hogs than the careful one, the dis- 
ease sometimes occurs where 
the 


conditions 
are sanitary.

hoped that the work may be extend^ 
ed gradually until 
the

completely controlled or eliminated.
